.After describing the car building shops 


and the repair works, the News says : 
'But the greatest interest of the Rio 
Grande shops centres in the new buildings 
now in course of construction 
Between 


the line of the railroad and the present 
machine shop a massive building is now 
approaching completion, which is to be 
the new machine shop. 
It is 300 feet long 


and eighty wide, with side walls tweniy- 
three feet in height and the center of the 
roof fifty feet. Large doors on the lower 
side provide admission for the engines that 
need repairing 
There are three additions 


or wings to this immense building, two of 
which, 35 by 50 each, will be used as 
wash houses by the employes. The other 
wing, 60 by 50, is to be the new_ boiler and 
engine room. This is surmounted by a 
smgke stack of octangular form, 167 feet 
in height. This is the highest piece of 
bnck building In the state. It has now 
reached within a lew feet of its complete 
height.and foiuis a prominent object to all 
the country around. The present ma- 


shop will be enlarged by an 


extension 
of 
seventy-five 
feel «uid 


connected with the new building by 
tracks so that engines can be run from one 
building to the other. On the upper side 
of the works, within a few feet of the new 
machine shop, U another monster building 
now approaching completion 208x55 feet. 
Tnis is infenrVd for a store room to con- 
tain all material needed for use upon the 
road. 1 here is a capacious cellar under- 
neath the ground floor with massive walls 
of cut stone. This is intended for the 
storage of hea.vy iron material. In one 
portion of this cellar are two heavy iron 
SnEs for oil, each with a capacity of oo,- 
ooo gallons. Two smaller tanks, with a ca- 
pacity of 39.000 gallons each, are also to 
be built. These immense reservoirs will 
supply the material for lighting the road. 
A wing runs cm from the building two 
stories high and 60 by 60 fe« in dimen-- 
sions. This w'Kl be used for office pur- 
poses. Itfthe lower offices are four heavy 
fire proof vaults.
